IN taking a retrospective view of the events 
of the past season, we bave abundant cause for 
the exercise of eur gratitude to the Supreme Being 
for the manifold blessings, which, in the dispensa- 
tions of his Divine Providence, we have been per- 
mitted to enjoy. Although many of our fellow- 
citizens have been visited by afflictions, and some 
have fallen victims to the awful King of- Terrors, 
yet those visitations have been less severe in our 
owu State, than in some of our sister states, where 
sickness has been more prevalent, and disease more 
fatal, than we have found them here. And while 
the yellow fever, that dreadful scourge of our 
country, has made great havoc in some of the prin- 
cipal cities of several of our sister states and ter- 
ritories, the city of Natchez, the great emporium of 
our State, has enjoyed comparatively, a great 
portion of health; and when we consider its con- 
tiguity to the city of New-Orleans, and the con- 
tinual intercourse between those places; we can- 
not but believe, under the blessing of Providence, 
much of the healthiness of Natchez has been ow- 
ing to the animated vigilance and perseverance of 
the Board of Health and the Police of the citys 
and that, a perseverance in these exertions, will. 
do much in preventing*the fatal progress of that — 
dreadful disease, by removing many of the causes, 
and rendering the disease itself less ‘infections. 
Although the effects of the drought experienced the 
past summer, has been considerably felt in some 
parts of the State, yet it is believed, the products 
of agriculture will afford an abundant supply of 
the necessary comforts of life, besides yielding 2 
large surplus for exportation.

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The laws passed at the last session of the Gere- 
ral Assembly, and comprising much the greatest 
portion of the laws directed to be incorporated: in 
the Revised Code, have been so recently promul- 
gated, that time. has not been afforded, to test, 
their utility, or develope their defects. And 
should it (appear at first view, that they contain 
defects, (which no doubt they do, as human wis- - 
dom is uot infallible,) it would seem to be the wi- 
sest conrse to permit those defects to be discover- 
ed by their practical operation; for we frequently 
think that we discover defects in laws at-first view, 
_which, after we have experienced their effects by 
their operation, we sometimes consider as their 
greatest perfection. Thus, it has sometimes hap- 
pened, that members of a Legislative body have. 
strenuously and honestly opposed laws while on 
their passage, and have, after experience discov- 
ered their effects, become admirers of those same 
laws.—Besides, unless a law would evidently be 
oppressive in its operation, if the next succeeding 
Legislature after its passage were to repeal it, 
merely because they were of opinion that it ought 
not to have been passed, it would create a conti- 
nual change and variation of our Code of laws, 
whereby the greatest portion of our fellow-citizens, 
who are to be governed by them, would remain 
entirely ignorant of what they were; and those, 
whose duty it is to administer the law, would find 
much embarrassment and pexplexity, in expound- 
ing and applying it to the various cases, on which 
they would have to decide. And even those 
whose profession makes it necessary for them to 
know and understand the law, would often find 
themselves much at a loss, in the discharge of 
their professional labors, in consequence of the 
continual fluctuation of our statutes, and thus we 
should be again thrown back into the same diffi- 
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culties, from which we have so recently emerged; 
at so great an expense, as that incurred by the re- 
vision. and consolidation of our statutes. Nor are 
these the only evils which -result from frequent 
changes and alterations in the statutes of a State: 
it begets a spirit of innovation in society, and af- 
fords a favorable opportunity for demagogues to 
disturb the public mind, by pointing out imaginary 
defects in laws just passed, in order to render 
them unpopular with the-people, and thereby to 
put down those who favored their passage, that 
they may themselves have an opportunity of being 
elected in their stead; since, asthey have little me- 
rit of their own, they cannot succeed in their views 
unless they can make the people believe, that 
their late Representatives have been guilty of vice 
or folly, in advocating laws, which those dema- 
gogues endéavor to prove, are so repugnant to the 
interest and happiness of the community; and thus - 
would the laws of every succeeding session, be an 
innovation upon those of the preceding one. As 
the human mind is so framed as to produce a vari- 
ety of opinions on the same subject, it seldom hap- 
pens, that any law.will entirely meet the approba- 
tion of all who favor its passage; and, as a Legis- 
lative body is composed of many individuals, pos- 
sessing different opinions on the same subject, it 
cannot be expected, that all should agree in the 
various details of any óne law; and should every 
member reject every law, because every section 
did not meet bis entire approbation, because. it did 
not contain all that he thought necessary, there 
would, at once, be an end to all useful legislation. 
When, therefore, we reflect on the various opin- 
ions of different persons on the same subject, we 
must naturally conclude, that no law can meet the 
entire approbation ef every person, nor, that the ' 
whale details of any law, can meet the entire ap- 
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probation of any one person. And as we know 
that social order cannot be -maintained, nor the 
rights of persons or property be protected without 
the aid of laws, it becomes much more important, 
that laws should be known and understood, than, 
that they should be entirely approved by every 
member of society; because the former is not dif- 
ficult to attain, where laws remain permanent, 
while the latter is impracticable in any situation of 
things. I would net, however, be understood to 
mean, that our laws should, like those of the 
Medes and Persians, remain forever unalterables 
but that they should only be altered when their 
defects shall have been developed by their prac- 
tical operation; or, while their defects shall be pal- 
pable, and apparent at thefirst view, to every ex- 
perienced and judicious mind, for it is a sound 
maxim in political science, that too much legisla- 
tion is much more injurious to society, than too lit- 


tle. In conformity with the provisions of an act . 


of the General Assembly, approved on the 30th 


of June last, three Commissioners have- been ap- | 


pointed to contract for the printing and binding of 
fificen hundred copies of the edition of the Laws 
of this State, who have accordingly contracted for 
the performance of that work. A persen has also 
been appointed to make an appendix, index, and 
marginal notes to the said edition, under whose 
superintendence the printing of the same is to be 
conducted. 
The loan of five thousand five hundred dollars, 
authorized by an act of the last session of the 
General Assembly, for the purpose of opening the 
Pearl and Big Black rivers, has been obtained from 
the Bank of the State of Mississippi. In order to 


avoid the payment of interest unnecessarily, it © 


was not deemed expedient to procure this loan, 
antil it was known the nioaey would soon be 
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wanted. As soon, therefore, as that ‘was ascer- 
tained, the loan was effected, and the money plac- 
ed subject to the order of the. Treasurer. 

In compliance with the Resolution of the Gene- 
ral Assembly, approved on the 29th of June last, 
authorizing the Governor to procure, at the ex- 
pense ofthe State, “ an elegant copy of the Ency- 
clopeedia, to be.presented to George Poindexter, 
late Governor of this State,” Ihave ordered the 
same to be purchased and so soon as I shall have 
received it, I will, without delay; carry into effect, 
the intention of the Legislature. Se 

The annual Report of the Auditor of Public . 
Accounts, will disclose to you the condition of the 
Revenue, and the expenditures of the past year. 
As, but few of the Assessors and Collectors for the 
year 1822, have returned their lists of taxable pro- 
perty, to the Auditor of Public Accounts, it is im- 
possible to form an estimate of the public revenue 
for the year past; and, on the first day of Novem- 
ber, it being the commencement of the fiscal year, 
there was no money in the Treasury. But, it is 
believed, that payments to a considerabie amount, 
will be made by the first day of January next. 

By an act of the last session of the General As- 
sembly, it was made the duty of the Collectors of 
the Revenue, “ to pay the monies by them collect- 
ed, of taxes in this State, on or before the first 
Monday in November, in each year.” But this 
law has been so recently promulgated, that it is 
presumed, but few Collectors were apprized of ita 
contents ; hence, in all probability, has it been ow- 
ing, that such a small portion of the Revenue has 
been paid into the Treasury. There is yet due 
from Collectors, for several years preceding the 
last, a considerable sum; to enforce the payment 
of which, the Auditor of Public Accounts has, in 
some instances, directed legal proceedings to be 
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faken in the Circuit Courts of the several counties, 
in which the defaulting Collectors respectively re- 
side. But, it is questionable, whether a consider- 

able portion of this sum, will nor be entirely lost 
to the State, by the failure of the Collectors as well 
as of their securities. 

In order to secure mere promtitude in collecting 
and paying the Revenue into the Treasury of the 
State, E would respectfully submit to the consider- 
ation of the General Assembly, whether it would 
not be proper te increase the commissions for col- 
lection, to all Coliectors who would pay their col- 
leetions into the Treasury on or before the first 
Monday of November In each year; and to di- 
minish tne commissions on all monies nut paid in 
by that time; aud to diminish still more, from the 
commissions on ail monies not paid into the Trea- 
snury until after the first day of January following, 
Experience has proved iu some of our sister States, 
the utility of sowething like this course. Collec 
tors have freqnentiv. even before they have finish- 
ed their colh ctens, been induced to make advances 

at of their own funds. in order to obtain the high- 
est Commis-ions.

An act, giving tu said Hospital the taxes to be 
collected on licenses granted to, Billiard Tables in Adams 
county, and from which, although contingent, the greatest por- 
tion of ifs revenue was derived, was,as your committee believe, 
inadvertently and unintentionally repealed by un act, pres- 
cribing the mode of ascertaining and assessing the taxable 
properly within the State, and for collecting the Public itev- 
enue 

That by an act of the General Assemb'y. nacred at the 
November Session, in 1821, the“annual sum oftive hundred 
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dollars was granted to the said Hospital, out of the Treasury 
of Adams county, and that the last mentioned sum is the only 
certain source of revenue on which the Institution now de- 
pends. Your committee believe, that great and praise-wors- 
thy exertions have been made by the President and Trustees 
of said Hospital, and many of the citizens of Natchez and its 
vicinity, to provide relief for poor sick strangers, and that they 
have accomplished much with small means. but to make their 
operations as extensively useful as humanity requires; other 
sources of revenue of a more permanent nature ought, if prace 
ticable, to be provided; and in order, therefore, to carry inte 
effect the benevolent designs of the founders of that humane 
institution, they beg leave to recommend that a law may pass, 
and to that end they report a Bill, giving to the said President 
and Trustees all the moneys to be collected in said county of 
Adams, from the licensing of billiard tables, to take effect from 
the 6th of June last, at which time the repealing law was ene 
acted; also, laying taxes on all Boats or vessels of a certain 
burthen descending the Mississippi from beyond the limits of 
the State. in order that those for whose benefit said Hospital 
was principally instituted, may be made to contribute :o its 
support: But as the General Assembly has not the power to 
levy such taxes, without the consent of Congress, your com- 
mittee beg leave to report a memorial, praying the Congress 
of the United States, to sanction said law; and in case they 
should not think it proper to give their consent, praying them 
to grant to said President and Trustees in perpetuity a portion 
ofthe Public Lauds within the limits of this State, to be held 
for the sole and exclusive use and benefit of poor sick strane 
gers, with a Resolution requesting his Excellency, the Gover- 
nor, to transmit copies of the said memorial and the four first 
Sections of the act, to each of our Senators, and to our Rep- 
resentative in Congress, desiring them to use their exertions to 
procure from Coagress the objectof the memorial.

The page to be of the same size, as the 
page ofthe Code; to deliverthe Acts, cut, folded, and stiched, 
six weeks after the rise of the present Session of the General 
Assembly.—Also, to print three hundred and fifty copies of the 
Journals of each House, at two dollars per page, for as many.

Mr. Marschalk proposes to print, on good paper; a new 
long primer type (being of the same denomination as that on 
which the Laws of the last session were printed,) the page to 
be of the same size as the page of the Code:—Also, to pre- 
pare marginal notes and index to ány number of copies, not- 
exceeding one thousand, at two dollars and fifty cents per 
page, for each page in one printed copy—each printed page 
of index to be considered as a printed copy of laws, and paid 
for at the same price—aAlso, to print the Laws in the State 
Gazette, free of expense. He will print the Journals ofeach: 
House, en such page, type and paper, of the same quality as 
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those of the last Session of the General Assembly, for two 
dollars and twenty-five cen.s per page, for each page in one 
copy of said Journals; and to deliver 88 pages each of the 
Laws and Journals, afier receiving the copy. 

Some of the members of the joint committee have visited the | 
offices of Messrs. Isler and Crutcher, and are of opinion, from 
a cursory view of the materials. that Mr. Isler is better pro- 
vided to execute the work than Mr. Crutcher They are fur- 
ther of opinion, that the remoteness of Mr. Marschalk’s resi- 
dence from the Seat of Government, would render it incon- 
venient and expensive to employ-him to do the public work. 

They consider it a just policy, that the General Assembly 
should encourage those printers who have established them- 
selves at the Seat of Government, where they are equally a- 
ble, aud propose to work on equal terms. 

Your committee, on a careful comparrison of the proposals 
of Messrs. Isler and Crutcher, do not find them so materially 
variant, as to make either preferable to the other—but believ- 
ing that Mr. Isler has the best materials and knowing that be 
has been an old, and they believe a faithful servant; they 
respectfully recom mend that Mr. [sler’s proposals be accept- 
ed, and he be employed to execute the printing for the pre- 
sent session of the Genera] Assembly.

The Committee of Ways and Means, to whom was referred - 
ihe subject of the Public Revenue, have had the same under 
consideration, and beg leave to make the following Report: 

From an examination of the reports of the Auditor and 
Treasurer, they: find that the taxes levied for the last fiscal 
year have been more than adequate to meet the ordinary ex- 
penses of the government during that period; and they are of 
Opinion that:the same mode and rate of taxation would be suf- 
ficient for another year; but, as a considerable sum of money 
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wil] have to be paid forthe publication of the Revised Code, 
besides the ordinary dishursements of the government, during 
the present year, and the State is largely indebted to the Bank 
of the State of Mississippi for money borrowed, which debt 
ought.gradually to be extinguisaed, they cannot think it would 
be expedient at this time to make any reduction of taxes. 
Your committee, therefore, have determined to recommend 
the continuance of the present law for raising a revenue, with 
some Variations and modifications, suggested by the conveni- 
ence of the people, and a just regard to an equalization of 
taxation throughout the State. The changes proposed, are : 

That the fiscal year shall henceforward commence on the 
first day. of January, and end on the last day of December, 
instead of the first day of November, in each year. The 
reason for such a change is obvious, and in the opinion of the 
committee, would be a great relief to the people in the pay-. 
ment of their taxes. It would give the collectors of the pub- 
lic revenue two months longer {ime for collecting, and would 
allow the people time to take, at least, a portion of their crops 
to market. Whereas by the present system, the taxes are 
collected before the crops are gathered and ready for market. 
And whenever an epidemic prevails late in the season, in the 
great commercial emporium on which the people chiefly de- 
pend for selling their produce, the market itself is not opened 
in time to raise money for the payment of taxes. The con- 
sequence is, that there. is much delay, embarrassment, and 
some distress in the collection of taxes, which the people 
would be well able to pay with convenience as soon as they 
could take their crops to market. ‘The committee believe 
that a change so advantageous to the people, may be made 
without any corresponding evil; and that it would be better 
that the General Assembly should meet early in the month of 
January in each year, than that the collection of the public 
revenue should be oppressive. ‘The committee have prepared 
a bill in accordance with these views, and have therein pro- 
posed to change the periods at which the public revenue shall 
be paid into the Treasury, from the first of November, to the 
first of January; for the distress and sale of the property of 
delinquents, from'the first of September, to the first of Novem- 
ber; and for the transmission of lists of taxable property, from- 
the first of July, to the first day of September. The commit- 
tee also recommend the adoption of some further provisions 
for the better enforcement of the revenue laws. 

The committee also recommond that a tax should be levied 
on every head of cattle above a certain number, to be sufficient 
for the use of any family. The reason for recommending this 
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is, that the committee are informed, thät in some parts-of the - 
State, stock raising is a profitable business, and that people 
who have, considerable wealth consisting of stock, do not pay 
‘an equal pórtion ofthe public burthen. ' But as it isnot deem~-. 
ed expedient that stock should be generally taxed, the com- 
mittee recommend that a certain number, to be adequate to 
all the purposes of any family, shall be exempted from taxa- 
tion; that the tax may be levied only on those persons whe 
raise numbers of cattle for market. f° 3 

The Committee also recommend a small change in the clas- 
sification of lands as.required by justice. The present classes 
numbered one, two, three and four, were adopted in the year 
1808. .The first class comprehends all lands lying within 

- eight miles of the City of Natchez; the second, all lands out 
of the first, and within fourteen miles of the Mississippi river; 
the third, all lands more than fourteen’and less than twenty 
miles of said river: the fourth class, all Iands more than twen- 
ty miles and west of the Eastern boundary,of the State.. At 
the time when the above classification was made, the people 
of the country almost universally took their produce to Natch- 
ez, for. market or shipment, and there received their supplies. 
Steam boats had not then made places of deposit and ship- 
ment at every: point along the river, to which the planters 
could resort forthe shipment cf their produce, and to receive 
their supplies. The lands, therefore, at that period, around 
Natchez, in consequence ofthe proximity to market, were 
much more valuable than those mere remote from the City, 
whatever might be their quality or situation, and at that time 
the classification was equitable. But your committee are sen~ 
sible- that since that period, steam boat navigation has produce. 
ed a great change in the value of tands along the Mississippi 
river, and that all lands of equal soil and situation within the 
samé distance of the river, are nearly of equal value. Since 
the planters have found other poinis on the river, to which 
they could-resort with more convenience to ship their pro- 
duce or to receive their supplies, the owners of lands in the 
first class, have ceased to enjoy any peculiar advantage from 
their local situation, and inthe meantime the lands în that 
class have been much deteriorated by. long cultivation, and 
rendered less productive in the general than lands lying with- 
out that class. Thé committee, believing that the reason of 
establishing the first class has long ceased, donot consid- 
er it just that a discrimation so unequal to the land-owners in 
that class should be any longer continued, and therefore re- 
commend that the first class be abolished, and become hereai- 
ter a partof the second class, and that the second class be 
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henceforth called the first ie the third, sceond, and the 
fourth, third, $0 as to have but three classes in fature, instead of 
four as at present. This change will place all land-owners 
within fourteen miles of the river Mississippi on the same foot- - 
ing, according to the quality of their lands, and will not be 
attended with any considerable diminution of revenue, so as 
to make an increase of taxation necessary ; and it is believed 
that the increase of population, and the additional quantity of 
lands which will become taxable from time to time, will more — 
than compensate for the reduction occasioned by equalising the 
taxes on lands, on the borders of the Mississippi river,
